States flag was adopted, Quoting 
from the Industrial News Re. 
view, ‘This year it deserves 
more than the usual routine 
gestures of observance out of 
respect for a symbol of free- 
dom that has been spat upon, 
burned and dragged in the dirt 
during the past year with alarm. 
ing impunity by malcontents 
and bums of all stripes who res- 
pect neither the flag nor the 
United States, 

It is a sad commentary on 
our times that laws have had 
to be passed protecting the flag 
from desecration, Until com- 
paritively recently, mutilating 
the flag, in the minds of most 
of us, was tantamount to treason, 
But somehow the fog of per- 
missiveness that has settled 
miasma-like over the land has 
obscured our vision of the flag 
and the deathless ideals that 
support the Stars and Stripes, 

The easiest way to gain per- 
Spective on the meaning of the 
flag is to visualize for a mome 
ent the void that would surround 
us if there simply were no 
flag - no focal point on which 
to center the sense of purpose 
and principles of a nation, In 
common with the U, S, Con- 
stitution, The Declaration of 
Independence and other physical 
manifestations of freedom under 
representative government, the 
flag makes known to all man- 
kind the reason for our exis- 
tence. Flag Day is agood oppor- 
tunity to “show the colors,’’ 


IN THIS DAY and time with 
all the changes in the printing 
field we don’t hear the saying 
‘tthe printer’s devil’’ as we 
did in by-gone years, but all 
newspapers continue to have a 
printer’s devil even though it 
may actually be the editor in 
small shops. 

For instance, I referred my- 
self to being ‘‘the printer’s 


devil’ for years, And I was 
if doing a little bit of every- 
thing that is done in a news- 
paper shop is any indication, 
for I did some of everything 
including getting ink to my 
elbows. But I never really knew 
the origin of ‘the printer’s 
devil.”’ In a recent issue o 
the Publisher’s Auxiliary was 
an article of two theories on 
‘printer’s devil’’ and both were 
of a religious background, 

One of the reports was that 
Bernard Y. Wickstrom, editor 
of the weekly Zephyrhills (Fla.) 
News, sent along the following 
story, told him ‘as gospel - 
one of the legends of the trade’”’ 
by an old time printer; 

Some 100 years ago the in- 
vention of movable type a print. 
er in southern France hired 
a young Negro lad to work in 
his shop, 

The people of the community 
had never seen a boy withblack 
skin, and the rumor was cire- 
culated that he was an imp who 
had been blackened by his asso- 
ciation with Old Nick in that 
place below. 

Such a story quickly began to 
damage the printer’s business, 
and so he published a notice; 

‘Please be informed that my 
apprentice is a Moor, from 
Africa, is black by nature as 
well as by ink. He is not a 
devil or an agent of him.” 

Nevertheless the lad con- 
tinued to be known in the area 
as ‘The printer’s devil’? and 
the term has continued since, 

Another theory on the origin 
came from Joseph C, Carter, 
associate professor of journa- 
lism at Temple University, and 
director of the Temple Press 
Tournament, who points out; 

« . , The apprentice boy, 
who originally cleaned out the 
hell box, still is called the 
printer’s devil .. .’? 

Prof. Carter sent along to 


the Publishers’ Auxiliary a pho- 
to-copied page from a tome 
entitled ‘Origin of Printing 
Terminology,’’ in which it ts 
Stated that printing received its 
first great impetus in the mona} 
steries, where books were 
made, 

“The Monks gave printing 
its terminology,’’ the book says, 
‘which even today is mostly 
derived from Latin,’’ 

Since monastic chapels were 
first used as composing rooms, 
the source points out, such 
rooms still are called chapels. 

Prof, Carter’s Printing 
Terminology continues;

buildings. Sure a new building would be nice and give 
more people a private office or suite of offices but 
would this improve the quality of work turned out by 
these departments? I think not, 


Domestic Steel Shipments Down 


Steel shipments by domestic producers declined in February 
from a year ago when consumers were building inventories as 
a hedge against possible labor trouble. 

American Iron and Steel Institute reported that February 
shipments totaled 7,092,000 net tons compared with 7,901,000 
tons in February 1968. 

For the first two months of this year shipments totaled 
14,359,000 tons against 15,653,000 tons in the corresponding 
period of 1968. 

Shipments to the automobile market, traditionally the top 
user of steel mill products, were 1,559,000 tons in February, 
bringing the total for the year to 3,212,000 tons, a drop of 
11.8 percent or 429,000 tons from the first two months of 
1968. Shipments to steel service centers declined 5 percent 
in the period while shipments to the agricultural classification 
were down 24.2 percent.
